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A General Note on the Ordnance Survey Maps 
of Great Britain 


The aim of the Ordnance Survey is to 
serve the Nation in its work and its play 


When the war broke out in 1939 the Ordnance Survey was 
about to begin a programme based upon the recommendations of 
the departmental committee presided over by Lord Davidson which 
reported in 1938. Instead of beginning this programme, it has 
devoted the whole of its energies for six years to producing maps 
and surveys designed to help the prosecution of the war. The vast 
majority of this work has been concerned with the mapping of 
foreign countries, but some of it has been connected with the defence 
of this country and has consequently provided material which can 
now be used to help the re-establishment of Ordnance Survey maps 
in their popular form. 

It is no secret that during the war the Ordnance Survey suffered 
heavily from enemy attacks, and although precautions had been 
taken to safeguard duplicates of material which had been completed, 
a great number of records which were in use at the beginning of the 
war were lost. These records unfortunately included a large 
number of partly completed drawings of the new Sixth Edition of 
the 1-inch map, which, owing to their incomplete state, had not 
been photographed. 

During the war, any unpublished material which has been 
available has been used for the immediate purpose of producing 
military maps for the defence of this country. Some of this material 
has been progressively released for general use, as in the case of 
the Second War Revision Edition of the 1-inch map, which was put 
on sale to the public as makeshift to cover those parts of the country 
for which New Popular 6th Edition sheets were not then available. 
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In particular, the maps produced for the army during the war 
incorporated a reference system known as the Military Grid. This 
system suffered from certain defects which, though they caused 
some inconvenience, were tolerable on the comparatively small 
scale of military maps. These defects, however, were unacceptable 
in a system of National reference for use on all scales of map, 
including the new proposed 1/1250 plans of the Davidson Committee 
programme. It was accordingly necessary to replace these military 
maps by the new Ordnance Survey series designed for general 
use and incorporating the system known as the National Grid as 
early as possible. 

During the war, a map was prepared for military purposes 
at a scale of 1/25,000, or about 2\ inches to the mile, covering the 
whole country. The production of a map on such a scale for trial 
in selected areas was recommended by the Davidson Committee. 
The favourable reception given to this military edition by planners, 
in spite of the fact that its appearance suffered from the hasty way in 
which it was produced, led to the decision to produce a specially 
designed map covering the country at this scale. 

Mention must be made of two more new features which the 
Ordnance Survey is presenting to the post-war public. 

The closely built-up areas of the country will be surveyed at 
1/1,250 (about 50 inches to the mile), instead of at 1/2,500 as has 
been the previous practice. These areas will, however, be pub¬ 
lished at both these scales. 

Secondly, as a stop gap until the 1/1,250 plans are published, 
air photo mosaics of selected towns are being produced on the same 
sheet lines and at approximately the same scale. 

It is against this background that the following programme 
of maps should be considered. 

SMALL SCALE MAPS (described in this pamphlet). 

(i) 1/M in the style of the International Map, but with the 

National Grid. 

(ii) 10 Miles to the Inch. Not now available. The place of 

these maps is being taken by the Ministry of Town and 

Country Planning series: see (vi.) (b). 

(iii) Quarter-Inch Layered and Outline Editions with the National 

Grid are now published covering Great Britain. 

(iv) Half-Inch, Great Britain. A new series on new sheet lines 

is now being designed to supersede the pre-war edition 

which is no longer available. 
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(v) (a) One-Inch, England & Wales. 

The new Popular 6th Edition with the National Grid 
will supersede the 2nd War Revision with the Military 
Grid over the whole country during 1947. The sheet 
lines of the two editions differ. 

(b) One-Inch, Scotland. 

The popular edition with the National Grid will super¬ 
sede the 2nd War Revision with the Military Grid over 
the whole country during 1947. The sheet lines for 
both editions are the same. 

SPECIAL MAPS (described in this pamphlet). 

(vi) (a) Period Maps. 

(b) 1/625,000 Planning Series. 

(c) Administrative diagrams. 

(d) Miscellaneous Sheets. 

MEDIUM SCALES (described in “A description of the Medium 
Scale Maps of the Ordnance Survey,” now in course of preparation). 

(vii) The Two-and-a-Half-Inch Map (1/25,000). Now in course of 

publication on sheet lines 10 Kilometres square based on 
the National Grid. This is being published as a Provisional 
Edition to be followed by a final Edition as each sheet is 
covered by the new Survey. 

(viii) Six-Inches to the Mile. 

(a) On County Sheet lines, a reprint of the pre-war map. 

(b) A provisional Edition on County Sheet lines incorporating 

a hasty revision of built-up areas up to 1938. This 
Edition has the National Grid superimposed. 

(c) A new Edition on sheet lines 5 Kilometres square based 

on the National Grid which will be produced from the 
new large scale survey. 

LARGE SCALES, (described in “A description of the Large 
Scale Maps of the Ordnance Survey,” now in course of preparation). 

(ix) 1/2,500 Plans. 

(a) On the County Sheet lines, a reprint of the pre-war plans 

with additional revision to 1940 in some areas. 

(b) On 1 Kilometre square sheet lines based on the National 

Grid. These are in course of production and will be 
kept revised to date. 

(x) 1/1,250 Plans on half Kilometre sheet lines (quartering 

the 1/2,500 plans) based on the National Grid. The 
survey and production of these plans in built-up areas is 
now in hand. When the survey is completed, these plans 
will be kept revised to date. 

(xi) Air Photo Mosaics at an approximate scale of 1/1,250 and on the 

same sheet lines as the 1/1,250 plans covering selected towns. 
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NATIONAL GRID 

Following the recommendations of the Departmental Committee 
in 1938, held under the Chairmanship of Lord Davidson, the 
NATIONAL REFERENCE INDEX or GRID is being incor¬ 
porated in all NEW ORDNANCE SURVEY publications with 
certain exceptions. 

The National Grid is a reference system giving a unique defi nition 
lor every point in Great Britain. It is particularly useful for the 
collation of statistics, and provides that all maps are ipso facto 
index diagrams for maps and plans at larger scales. 

Very shortly, the method adopted is as follows Great Britain 
is plotted on a projection known as the Transverse Mercator whose 
central meridian, 2° West, is a straight line. Two series of lines, 
perpendicular to, and parallel with, the central meridian, are drawn 
on the face of the map, 100, 10, or 1 Km. apart as may suit its scale. 
The squares thus formed enable anyone to define the position of a 
point on the map by its coordinates, that is to say, by its distance in 
Km. east and north of an origin chosen for convenience to be 
slightly S.W. of the Scilly Isles. 

More information about the National Grid appears inside the 
cover of all folded styles of One-Inch and Quarter-Inch Maps, and 
still more detailed information is contained in O.S. Booklet No. 1/45, 
“A Brief Description of the National Grid & Reference System,”’ 
published by His Majesty’s Stationery Office, price 4d. per copy. 


THE ORDNANCE SURVEY SMALL SCALE MAPS 

This pamphlet gives some account of the Small Scale topo¬ 
graphical Ordnance Survey Maps of Great Britain. They arc 
published at the Headquarters of the Ordnance Survey at Chessington. 

Motorists, cyclists, pedestrians, tourists and travellers generally 
will find these maps indispensable. They are obtained from any 
of the Ordnance Survey Map Agents, a list of whom will be found 
on pages 20 and 21 and through any bookseller, stationer, or railway 
bookstall. Any difficulty experienced should be referred to the 
Ordnance Survey Office, Chessington. 

In ordering, the scale of the map required should be stated, 
also the country, sheet number, and style, thus:—One-Inch England 
and Wales, New Popular Edition, Sheet 182, mounted and folded. 
Or if the sheet number cannot be stated, it will be sufficient to 
mention the scale and the names of some important towns appearing 
on the sheet, thus : — The One Inch New Popular Edition sheet 
containing Worthing, paper folded. 
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ONE-INCH MAPS 

(Specimens and Indexes : Plates 1 to 9) 

Maps on the scale of ONE-INCH TO ONE MILE are the 
original standard maps of the Ordnance Survey and are admirably 
suited to the needs of walkers, cyclists, and motorists and all those 
who require accurate maps for scientific or commercial purposes. 
For walking, in particular, One-Inch maps are essential as it is 
impossible to delineate at any smaller scale the footpaths, byways, 
antiquities and the many topographical details which give charm 
to the countryside. 

All roads are shown, and, in the coloured editions, are classified 
by means of distinctive colouring according to the nature of their 
surfaces, suitability for fast traffic, etc. Footpaths, towns, villages, 
railways and stations, rivers, streams, parks, woods, county bound¬ 
aries, high and low watermarks are all accurately delineated. Alti¬ 
tudes above Mean Sea Level are shown along main roads and on the 
summits of high ground, and contours are drawn at 50 feet intervals. 
Antiquities are indicated by Old English or Roman characters. 

The One-Inch Maps of ENGLAND AND WALES are pre¬ 
pared in the following forms : — 

(a) WAR AND SECOND WAR REVISION : incorporating 
the Military Grid, will be completely superseded during 1947 by the 
Sixth (New Popular Edition) incorporating the National Grid. 

These maps, produced in enormous numbers for use by the 
armed forces in the United Kingdom, were not up to the high 
standard expected of Ordnance Survey productions. They did, 
however, fill the gap until the new Edition was ready. 

They are sold in one form, i.e. paper flat and the price is 2/- per 
copy. (Specimen : Plate 7 ; Index : Plate 8). 

(b) SIXTH (NEW POPULAR) EDITION : incorporating the 
National Grid. 

The sheets of Northern England and Wales in this series are 
based on the Fourth Edition. Those of Southern England, approx¬ 
imately up to a line running through Birmingham, are based on the 
Fifth Edition, the publication of which was begun in 1931. Correct¬ 
ions and additions are continually being made to plates and will 
appear on the maps as they are printed. The roads and railways 
especially will be kept up to date as far as modern rapid development 
allows. 

These maps are as up to date as possible, but in the North of 
England are in provisional form. The term “provisional” is used to 
describe maps which are not up to the standard of quality usually 
associated with the Ordnance Survey. The provisional edition is 


_ 
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being produced on the final sheet lines, enabling the provisional 
work to be replaced by the final work sheet by sheet without incon¬ 
venience. It will also make possible the retention of any part of 
the provisional work which is found to be fully up to standard. 
All sheets are standard size, 40 Kilometres or 24*85 inches West to 
East, 45 Kilometres or 27*96 inches South to North, covering an 
area of approximately 700 square miles. 

Before the Fifth Edition, the One-Inch Maps of England and 
Wales were based on engraved copper plates. At each revision 
these plates were duplicated and corrected, and the One-Inch Maps 
were produced by transferring the engraved outline to stone or zinc. 
Engraving has now been abolished and the new map is being drawn 
for reproduction by the photographic process known as photo¬ 
lithography. This change in the method of reproduction, impossible 
to use for the provisional sheets, provides an opportunity for intro¬ 
ducing numerous improvements and additions to the map although 
the well known style of the Ordnance Survey One-Inch has been 
maintained in all its essentials. 

Improved symbols have been devised for railways and main 
roads ; the road classification has been simplified and adapted to 
modern conditions ; the Ministry of Transport road numbers arc 
shown ; parish boundaries have been restored and new methods 
adopted for showing modern features, such as National Trust Areas, 
Youth Hostels, Wireless Masts and Electricity Transmission Lines, 
and Telephone Call Boxes in open country. 

A more pleasing style of lettering has also been introduced, 
and the alphabets which have been specially designed for the map, 
whilst giving a maximum of legibility, are modern in character and 
greatly improve the style and general appearance of the sheets. 
Water is shown in blue ; woods in green ; Ministry of Transport 
class A roads in red ; class B roads in orange. Contours are 
printed in brown at 50 feet intervals. 

On the New Popular One-Inch maps the grid lines are 1 Km. 
apart. This makes them particularly suitable for reading normal 
National Grid references. An example of the method of reading 
such a reference is given in the South margin of each map. 

It should be noted that each kilometre square on the map 
covers the same area as one of the new Ordnance Survey 1/2,500 
plans, which are numbered by the full kilometre reference of their 
South-West corners. Consequently, the One-Inch Map is a complete 
index to the new 1/2,500 maps. The 10 Km. squares are likewise a 
complete index to the Two-and-a-half Inch (1/25,000) series. * 

Price per sheet :—paper flat, 2/- ; paper folded, 2/3 ; mounted 
on linen and folded in covers, 3/- ; mounted on linen in 
sections to fold, 5/-. (Specimen : Plate 3 ; Index : Plate 4 ; 
Symbols Plate 1). 


* In order to eliminate in coastal areas a number of sheets covering a small portion of 
land only, some sheets have been extended beyond the normal 10 Km. square. 
These sheets are designated by the Full Ten-Kilometre Reference of the parent sheet. 
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(c) OUTLINE EDITION (NEW POPULAR). This Edition 
of the One-Inch map is published for those who require an outline 
for over-drawing, for engineering and similar purposes. 

It will be printed with the outline in black, and with woods, 
public parks, etc, in grey, except for Provisional sheets where tree 
symbols are used instead of the grey colour. Heights in feet above 
the Mean Sea Level are shown but contours are omitted. 

(Specimen : Plate 2 ; Index : Plate 4). 

Price per sheet : — paper flat, 2/-. 

The One-Inch Maps of SCOTLAND are prepared in the 
following forms : — 

(a) WAR AND SECOND WAR REVISION : incorporating 
the military grid will be replaced during 1947 by the Popular Edition 
with the National Grid. These Maps were produced under the 
same conditions as the similar maps for England and Wales, and 
are sold in one form, i.e. paper flat, price 2/- (Index: Plate 6). 

(b) Hitherto small scale maps of Scotland and of England and 
Wales were drawn on different projections and based on different 
meridians. Now projection and meridian are the same for all ; 
and the Scottish sheets bear the National Grid. Modern methods 
of photo-lithography have improved the character of the Map, and 
have speeded up production. 

The size of the normal sheets of the Series is 28 x 19 inches. 
Each sheet has an overlap of at least one inch on to adjacent sheets. 
Contours are printed in brown at 50 feet vertical intervals ; those at 
250 feet intervals (250', 500', 750', etc.) are emphasized by means of 
a thickened line, and the relief can thus be seen at a glance. Water 
is printed in blue and woods drawn in symbol and coloured green. 
The main roads follow the Ministry of Transport classification. 
“A” roads are coloured red, “B” roads are coloured orange and 
other motor roads are shown narrower and coloured orange. Minor 
roads are uncoloured. Steep gradients are indicated by means of a 
special symbol. Parish boundaries and names are clearly shown. 
Parks, moorland and un-enclosed rough pasture, sand, marsh, and 
rocks are all indicated by means of distinctive symbols, and special 
attention has been paid to the delineation of footpaths. 

Price per sheet paper flat, 2/-; paper folded in covers, 2/3 ; 
mounted on linen and folded in covers, 3/-; mounted on linen 
in sections to fold, 5/-.

(c) OUTLINE EDITION :—Outline in black.

“TOURIST” MAPS. 

The only sheet of this deservedly popular pre-war series of 
which the reproduction material was not destroyed by enemy action 
is the “Lake District” sheet. It needs no introduction. Copies are 
now available fully coloured ; paper flat 2/6 ; paper folded 2/9 ; 
mounted and folded in covers 3/9 ; dissected and folded in covers 5/6. 
(Specimen : Plate 9). 

The reconstitution of other Tourist Maps, to be based on the 
New Popular 6th Edition One-Inch Map series, is now under 
consideration. 


HALF-INCH MAPS 

(a) The preparation is in hand of an entirely new Half-Inch 
series incorporating the National Grid. Details will be published 
later, but it is to be noted now that sheets will be larger than in the 
pre-war edition and will be of a standard size. The sheets are so 
planned that important tourist and other districts will be conveniently 
covered. 

(b) GREATER LONDON — This map was produced in 1935, 
since when it has been revised periodically. It is a fully coloured 
map with layer and hill shading in the style of the old Fifth (Relief) 
Edition of the One-Inch Map. ‘A’ and ‘B’ Ministry of Transport 
Roads are coloured distinctively and numbered, and wooded areas 
are tinted green. It is a particularly large sheet reaching from 
Aylesbury to Strood, and from Royston to Horsham, and as such 
is a boon to Londoners for week-end expeditions into the countryside. 
It is also published in outline only on thick paper, with woods 
tinted grey and with water in blue, suitable for the office plotting of 
boundaries, administrative detail, etc. 

Price Fully coloured: paper flat, 2/6: paper folded, 2/9; 
mounted and folded, 3/9; dissected and folded, 5/6. Outline 
Edition : paper flat, 2/-. (Specimen: Plate 10). 

The reproduction material for no other of the pre-war Half-Inch 
District sheets has survived the war. 

(c) HALF-INCH ENGLAND & WALES COUNTY 

ADMINISTRATIVE MAPS. 

Separate maps of each county are published on this scale. The 
Ridings of Yorkshire are published separately, and the County of 
Devon and the West Riding of Yorkshire are both published in two 
parts, North and South. 
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The series is available in two styles : — 

(i) Fully coloured showing in red the following Administrative 
Areas :—the Administrative County, County and Municipal 
Boroughs, Urban and Rural Districts, Civil Parishes and Catchment 
Areas ; in green the following Parliamentary Areas :—Parliamentary 
County, County Division, Parliamentary Boroughs and the Divisions 
of Parliamentary Boroughs ; and in black the incidence of the 
National Grid ; all are overprinted on a grey base. 

Price 4/6. 

(ii) In red, the Local Government boundaries only, and the 
National Grid in black, on a grey base. 

Price 3/-. 

London is published at the One-Inch Scale in similar styles and 
corresponding prices. 

There is also a version of the Outline Edition of Greater London 
(see (b) above) printed in grey and overprinted with all the informa¬ 
tion of the fully coloured county series, with, in addition, the bound¬ 
aries of the Metropolitan Police District, the London and Metro¬ 
politan Traffic and L.P.T.B. Areas. 

Price 4/6. 

The county series is also obtainable price 3/- without boundary 
overprints merely to show the relationship between the old county 
and new National Grid sheet lines of the 1/2,500 and Six-Inch series. 

(d) The County Administrative Maps for SCOTLAND are 
published in four sheets. Sheets 1, 2, and 3 on the Quarter-Inch 
scale, and Sheet 4, (covering Caithness, Inverness, Orkney, Suther¬ 
land, Zetland, Ross and Cromarty) on the Ten Mile scale. They 
show in colour the boundaries of all Burghs, Civil Parishes, and 
Parliamentary Areas. 

Price 4/6 per sheet fully coloured ; 3/- in Grey with Civil 
Parish boundaries overprinted in red. In Grey outline 
showing the sheet lines of the Six-Inch Scale maps, price 2/-. 


QUARTER-INCH MAPS 

(Specimens and Indexes : Plates 11 & 12). 

(a) For many years the Quarter-Inch Maps have been the 
standard Ordnance Survey Motoring Maps of the country. Their 
usefulness was greatly increased by a re-arrangement of the sheet 
lines and by showing the Ministry of Transport road numbers and 
classification. 

The National Grid has been added to this series. The squares 
of this grid form a complete index to the new 1/25,000 series. The 
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sheet lines have been arranged to make each sheet cover an area 
considered most convenient to motorists and other users of the map. 
The roads are classified according to their character, and main 
roads with the Ministry of Transport numbers and classifications 
are clearly printed in red. Relief is indicated by means of contours 
and layer colouring ; water is shown in blue, and the map, as well as 
being a complete and easily read motoring map, is an effective 
physical map of the country. The sheets are in various sizes in 
order to give each its maximum usefulness. 

Eleven sheets cover England & Wales and eight cover Scotland, 
each series being numbered independently with the exception of sheet 
1, “The Border,” which is common to both. It should be noted that 
there is no sheet 5 in the English series, and that the Scottish sheets 
8 & 9 are printed and published together for the price of one normal 
sheet. 

Price per sheet : — paper flat, 2/6 ; paper folded in covers, 
2/9 ; mounted on linen and folded in covers, 3/9 ; mounted 
on linen and cut into sections to fold, 6/- (Specimen : 
Plate 11 ; Index : Plate 12). 

(b) OUTLINE EDITION. — Printed in black with woods in 
grey. Contours are omitted from this edition. Price per sheet, 
paper flat, 2/-. 

(c) QUARTER-INCH CIVIL PARISH INDEXES, with 
Petty Sessional Divisions are published for all the Counties of 
England and Wales, the boundaries shown on the maps are corrected 
from time to time from the latest information received. Price 9d. 


TEN-MILE MAPS 

The pre-war Ten-Mile Layered Outline, and Road Maps of 
Great Britain are no longer available. Their place has to some 
extent been taken by the series described in the next section at the 
1/625,000 scale which approximates to ten miles to the inch. 


1/625,000 MAPS 

(About 10 miles to One Inch). 

(Specimens : Plates 13 to 16). 

Sheet 1 shows Scotland and England, north of Kendal. 
Sheet 2 covers remainder of England and Wales. 

A series of maps of Great Britain is being produced at this 
scale in two sheets. The maps are on the Transverse Mercator 
Projection and carry the new National Grid lines at ten kilometre 
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intervals. The Grid not merely provides a system of reference, 
but constitutes an index to the sheets of the new 1/25,000 series 
described in another pamphlet. The scale, which is 9’78 miles to 
1 inch, is in a simple decimal relationship to the standard large- 
scale maps and plans, and so forms part of the National Carto¬ 
graphic System. The series was initiated at the suggestion of the 
Advisory Maps Committee of the Ministry of Works and Planning 
(later the Ministry of Town and Country Planning), whose members 
included representatives of the British Association, National Atlas 
Committee, and whose function was to advise on the preparation 
of maps for planning purposes. 

Maps which are published or are in preparation at this scale 
form a related series depicting the primary physical, economic, 
human, and social facts concerning the country as a whole. While 
the Series is sponsored by the Departments concerned with planning, 
including the Department of Health for Scotland, and co-ordinated 
by their Advisory Committees, they are not confined to maps 
prepared by those Departments but include, for example, maps 
prepared by the Ministry of Agriculture, the Geological Survey, 
and independant research organisations such as the Land Utilisation 
Survey. The series will be found valuable not merely by those who 
are concerned with planning, but by all who desire to see in 
convenient form essential facts about Britain as a whole. The series, 
as a result of careful research and compilation in which various 
Government Departments have collaborated, will provide in colours 
and symbols a clear and graphic account of vital factors concerning 
present-day Britain. Such a related series should be invaluable to 
schools, business men, and administrators, and constitutes the 
nucleus of a National Atlas. For some maps in the Series, Ex¬ 
planatory Texts will be published. Maps already published 
include : — 

(a) BASE MAP. 

This is printed in black and constitutes a standard base or under¬ 
print to all others in the Series where it appears in grey. It shows all 
towns and many villages, Class 1 roads, railways and canals, and 
rivers and lakes, and the various district and physical names, 
as well as the counties. It is available in grey as a separate 
outline map for those who want a base on which to plot data. 

Price 2/- each. 

(b) ADMINISTRATIVE AREAS. 

This shows local government areas larger than parishes. It is 
printed in six colours and shows the Administrative Counties, 
County and Municipal Boroughs, Urban and Rural Districts, and 
the Metropolitan Police District in England and Wales, and Counties 
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of the City, Large and Small Burghs and District Council areas in 
Scotland. It provides for the first time a complete map showing all 
the administrative units of the country, and gives among other 
information the exact extent to which boundaries extend below low 
water mark. It should prove invaluable to all who are in any way 
concerned with units of Government. 

Printed in colour, price 5/- each. Paper flat. (Specimen 

Plate 13). 

(c) LAND UTILISATION. 

This map, compiled from the Field Survey carried out on the 
scale of six inches to one mile, and printed in six colours, gives in 
slightly generalised form a picture of the countryside as it was before 
the war. It distinguishes Woodland, Grass, Arable, Heathland, 
Moorland and Rough Pasture, Orchards and Nursery Gardens, and 
the chief urban areas, and was prepared by the Land Utilisation 
Survey of Britain. It reveals the very complex pattern of land use 
resulting from the interplay of various physical and economic factors 
and is important to all concerned with problems of land and its uses. 

Printed in colour, price 5/- each. Paper flat. (Specimen : 

Plate 14). 

(d) TYPES OF FARMING. 

This shows in a variety of colour 17 main types of farming in 
England and Wales, and 13 in Scotland based on the proportions 
of arable and grassland, and on the dominance of farming enterprise 
within each area. It was prepared for England and Wales by the 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, and for Scotland by the 
Land Utilisation Survey of Britain in conjunction with the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture for Scotland. It presents a picture of the very 
diversified farming practice of the country resulting from both 
physical and marketing influences and is complementary to the map 
of Land Utilisation.
